The Book Mark

Of the Franciscan Missions of Cal- 
ifornia the one that touches our part 
of the state closest is Mission San 
Jose de Guadalupe situated in the 


lower part of Alameda county. It 
was by way of Mission San Jose 
that the first Argonauts traveled 
from San Francisco to the gold re- 
gions, says Mildred Brooke Hoover 
in her account of this Mission. About 
t wenty years before the discovery of 
gold, one of the first American trap- 
pers to reach California by the over- 
land route, Jedediah Strong Smith 
went to Mission San Jose to procure 
aid for his journey back to the 
states. Father Dyiran put him in the 
guardhouse where he remained for 


; two weeks until Captain Cooper of 


Monterey signed a bond in his fa- 
vor. This was that same Jedediah 
Smith who established a kind of 
post for fur traders at what is now 
Folsom. 


Mission San Jose was the 14th) 


mission founded by the Franciscans 
in upper California and it was the 


last but one to be secularized. Pres- | 


ent as a guard when it was founded 
in June, 1797 was Sergeant Pedro 
Amador who later mined in our 
neighboring county and for whom 
that county was named. 

A tribe of hostile Indians kept the 
padres and the guards busy at San 
Jose. Uprisings were frequent yet the 
Mission remained prosperous longer 
than most. In its 39th year of ex- 
istence it numbered something like

Much of the prosperity of this 
Mission was due to the enterprise 
of Father Duran. He had a peculiar; 
understanding of the Indian tem- 
perament knowing how to keep ane 
Indian employed. At one time five 
looms were kept busy turning out 150 
woolen blankets every week. Father 
Duran taught the Indians to read 
music. The band at Mission San 
Jose composed of Indians who play- 
ed the violin, flute, trumpet and 
drum was perhaps, the most Paras | 
band in all the missions. It wasn’t 
only solemn music that the natives 
performed. When the occasion call- 
ed for it, they could execute some 
pretty lively tunes. Not least among 
Father Duran’s accomplishments 
was his distillation of the famous 
early California brandy known as 
“aguardiente.” His aguardiente was 
sald to be as clear as crystal. “It was 
doubly distilled,” says Bancroft in! 
his history of California, “and as,

strong as the reverend father’s; 


faith.” 

In 1865 came tie disastrous earth- 
quake that wrecked the mission 
chiirch completey. All that remains 


is the wood covered tile floor in the 
little church of today. A part of the 
monastery survived the earthquake. 
This building has been used as a 
winery, a home, a grocery store and 
an orphanage. In 1916 it was restor- 
ed by the Native Sons and today 
three of the rooms are open to the 
public for a small charge. If you 
are interested in early California 
history, stop at the Mission some 
time and see the few pieces of old 
furniture, the old paintings that 
came from Spain with their patina 
that somehow brings nearer the ro- 
mantic Spanish era and that extra- 
ordinary statue of the Christ which 
is said to be one of the most won- 
derful statues in all the missions, 
Walk along the flower-lined paths 
of the little cemetery which holds 
volumes of stories in its midst. The 
caretaker will tell you the story of 
the “mystery” grave, you can read 
the inscription on the monument 
that stands on the grave of Robert 
Livermore, one of the earliest white 
settlers of this part of the county 
for whom the Livermore Valley was 
named.
